I spoke  with  DOJ/EPA  again  about  the  transaction.  The  bottom  line  is  that  for  them  to  be  able  to  consider 
the  issuance  of  a comfort  letter,  EPA  needs  to  understand  exactly  what  due  diligence  the  Buyer  has 
performed  on  the  claims  to  be  transferred.  Each  comfort  letter  is  specifically  tailored  to  the  facts.  For 
example,  if  a comfort  letter  is  going  to  address  issues  of  bona  fide  prospective  purchaser  status  or  all 
appropriate  inquiry  standards,  EPA  most  likely  would  need  to  review  the  Phase  I or  other  environmental 
due  diligence  performed  by  the  buyer. 


Given  the  factual  nature  of  the  comfort  letter,  it  is  probably  best  for  you  to  talk  directly  with  Andrea 
Madigan  at  EPA  by  phone  to  discuss  what  you  might  want  and  what  EPA  might  provide.  Andrea  is  aware 
that  you  might  reach  out  to  her.

Marc,  following  up  on  our  discussion  last  week,  I wanted  to  close  the  loop  and  get  back  to  you  now 
that  I have  had  a chance  to  talk  to  Ryan  (who  is  in  Silverton  right  now)  and  one  of  my  environmental 
colleagues.  First,  as  discussed  on  our  call,  I am  confirming  that  Ryan  remains  interested  in 
acquiring  the  patented  mining  claims  located  in  San  Juan,  subject  to  the  receipt  of  an  acceptable 
comfort  letter  from  the  EPA  and  assuming  such  letter  covers  all  of  the  claims  to  be  acquired. 
Second,  with  respect  to  the  form  of  such  comfort  letter,  after  discussing  it  internally,  and  given  our 
interest  in  trying  to  bring  this  to  a quick  close,  we  would  ask  EPA  to  draft  what  they  are  prepared  to 
provide,  and  send  us  a draft  for  our  review  and  comment.
